Vie Horgan reviewed past meetings regarding the tax problem with IRS. He re-— 
viewed the previous meetings with Tom Turner in July, and efforts made for us 
to stay private. 


Our reciprocal agreements with OGA and PNGA were along this line. We have sent 
fifty letters and we estimate $5% of the green fees received were from clubs 
with whom we had corresponded. The law requires not over 5% of the club revenue 
come from public sources. Vic explained how we have made great strides towards 
trying to adhere to this rule.
